The following terrible storks of massacre of the blacks in the 
Port Phillip District {Now Victoria) are related by JAMBS BON- 
WICK, fornierly an Inspector of Schools, and wcll-knmvn historian.

And The Blaclts of Victoria", published in Melbouine, 1863.

to conceal thcfr crtlelty ; the)' wcva at- 
(jiiitlcd for vi'^fiiiL of white evidence. 

We jjive the followinjj slui'y upon the 
autliority' of ihe Rev. Mr. Threlkeld, 
many )ears a missionary in New South 
Wales: — "A native was taken l)y a 
[tacty of whiles and nvide to ascend a 
tree with a rope round Ins neck: this he 
wns directed tu fasten to one of the limbs 
ij[ the tree. When he had done this he 
Avas lired at again antt again; ho was 
wouiitted n\v\ clung to the tree. A volley 
was tlten lircd at him; lie let go Ills' hold, 
and was suspended as a terror to others. 
Was it surprising^ when they -were tor- 
lured h)- such acts.of.6t;ildty i£ til*3^ be- 
came apt scliolnrs?"

Hay. Not a few instances are stuthenti- 
ciited in which poison h.iii been laid for 
them, as though they had been verniiii. 
The sawyers and splitters of the hush 
have heeji known to decoy women to 
Lbeir huts, keep tlieui awliile. and then 
destroy them. Commandoes would tjc 
Rot u[) by them on some Jiuiiday holiday 
lor the perpetration of a threat of ven- 
ji[eance, and from lustful cravings. 

Several convicts i^'ere executed some 
years ago at .Sydney for a frightful raid 
atfaiiist !i tribe, irhen they butchered 
[tarents and children tof^cther. With 
riihers it \v;is like that described by 
Uarrlngtoii of the Iloer.s; "Firing .■Jtiiall 
slujl into the k'fjs aii<l thighs uf a 1-fottcn- 
Ifil is a fjiuiislimerit not unkiiotvu to .somir 
of these LiHjii.'itLrs."

Nawiiim's status and [lay wuuld nevt;r

of Jock's natives tobateo and foo<l 
and clothes of a sort, tliuir st.ilus tiot ttiac 
of his horses. He and the many f^ra^iers 
like liini e.\cused their meanness by say- 
ing that it was useless giving the natives 
money when they did not understand ihc

ing or ealiiig' Jock's caillc or going lo 
work for him.

home thrice before, tt ocCBrred te her 
that he was what she csftled A Myall, a 
wild creature. ,

HavinjT tamed him with sweets, she 
washed him, performing the operation 
with siicii delicacgf qE 'toaich that he, en- 
gaged witVi a sttl^iv-filled i»iwpnw, scarce- 
ly realised what was-going tin below Itia 
chill.

Her father was a J.npanese, There- 
fore, according to the Law of the Land, 
which rccoj^niscd nit diluent for Ahori;;- 
inal blood but that of ;i while raft, she 
was a full-blooded lilackgin and not ci;- 
tided to franchise as i\';iwiiini theoreti- 
cally would he u'hen iic came ai age. 
Hut Anna did not care, .She h:t(I, .•;inafl 
dealings with fraiichised people, aiul 
lived ill her uwu style, untroubled by the 
fornmlitius that bound the rest of the 
liand to which she legally belonged, be- 
cause the police seL'iije<l to realize thai, 
iit least as far as she was concerned, the 
laiv they served was an ass.
